3. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for an oscillator circuit generating a signal, does not 
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reasonably provide enablement for an oscillator circuit generating plural signals. The 
specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in 
scope with these claims. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-3, 5-7, and 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Sluijs (US 6,437,545). 

Sluijs discloses a power supply apparatus (10 or 30 or 40 or 50 or 60) comprising 
a plurality of power source circuits (S1-S7 and C1-C4) with a common DC power source 
(Vin and SO or S1 ), an oscillator/controller (9) that generates a plurality of time share 
control signals (14-16) that enable the plurality of power source circuits to receive power 
from the common DC power source at different times. 

6. Claims 4, 8, and 12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. 112 set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Aas et al (US 6,265,855) and Nishimori et al (US 6,900,620) are cited to show 
power supply apparatus similar to that of Sluijs. 
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Brown (US 5,412,308), Chun (US 6,150,860), Ater et al (US 6,201,374), and 
Ivanov (US 6,522,1 10) are cite to show power supply apparatus old and known in the 
art at the time of the invention.
